The Dutch Nazi leader, 
Mussert, had a conference 
with Hitler recently. The Reich 
Commissioner for the occupied 
area of the Netherlands, 
Seyss-Inquart, the Reich Com- 
missioner for. Norway, Ter- 
and several Dutch 
Nazis, including -the ‘leading 
Dutch Quisling, Rost van Ton- 
ningen, were also present. 

According to the Amster- 
dam Telegraaf, which has 
switched over completely to 
the German point of view, 
Mussert suggested that Hol- 
land should be declared an in- 
dependent Nazi State along 
the lines proposed for Nor- 
way, 
presence at the conference of 
Terboven, who, it is under- 
stood, suggested that Mussert 
should form.a new: Dutch one- 
party. Government. 

In exchange for this honour 
Mussert promised to put down 
the strong opposition against 
the Germans and against a 
Nazi regime in Holland, pro- 
vided that he had a sufficieritly 
strong German backing. - 

It is clear that stubborn re- 
sistance of the Dutch against 
their foreign overlords is caus- 
ing Berlin much worry. The

a way to overcome the defiance
